WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES 1N 
‘FRANCE, Feb. 12 (By A. P.).— 
While the tension along the British- 
German front is tightening there js 
everywhere a spirit of optimism. Net- 
urally, the Entente Allied prepara- 
tions cannot be discussed, but every 
soldier in the long line knows what 
is coming and smiles with assurance, 


for he knows what his supports are 
The Allies will have a preponderance 
of men and guns along their front 
and they have an inclination to use 
this advantage.. The Germans wil] 
find that their opponents have not 
wasted the winter months. 

As the extraordinary bright, mild 
weather has continued to dry out the 
sodden fields, the two great armies 
have becomé more alert. The inertia 
of the days when the Western theater 
was held in the grip of snow and im- 
passable mud has disappeared and 
’ contending forces are poised, watch- 
ing each other like duellisis, for the 
first move, which wil lmean that the 


most sanguinary period of the war | 
! 


has begun. 

Something seems cértain to happen 
before another month has passed, if 
the present weather holds. Indeed, 
even now the ground in some sec- 
tions is quite fit for fighting. 


The enemy continues to make in- 
tense preparations for what has been 
advertised as the “great offensive.” 
Gedman trops and guns keep pouring 
into the Western front, and there are 
indications that a few Austrian units 
are in Flanders. 

Certain areas back of the German 
front have been cleared for action. 
and daily bodies of troops have been 
practicing attacks under the tutelage 
of experts. Prisoners say that leave 
for the soldiers was stopped Jan. 20. 

So far as actual fighting is con- 
cerned it is still confined to identifi- 
eation raids, air activity and occa- 
sional bursts of artillery. 

Along many miles of the front, 
which the correspondent visited in 
the last two days, there is an ominous 
quiet. One may sit for hours on a 
vantage point so close to the German 
lines that the enemy can be seen 
working about,.yet there are few 
sounds’ vr? strife. 

The enemy is playing ‘possum or | 
ignoring the military movements be- 
hind the British lines and the British 
themselves are sitting tight, say aa 
little.

OCRATES: What wity one thing and another, 
S we were all in a blue funk at the agora last 
night, and someone suggested that it might be 
just as well to have me analyze our mood and ascer- 
tain what justification, if any, there may be for it. 

I was glad ta do that. First, I said, we all feel 
a bit shaky about Russia having withdrawn from 
the conflict and restored to the enemy armies 1,300,000 
prisoners of war. We have too much of the British 
spirit which puts the worst face upon everything to 
recall that very few of these men are really Ger- 
mans, a consideration which makes a great deal of 
difference to the allied hosts. Upon the contrary, 
almost all of them are Austrians. An army of 
1,300,000 Germans released from Russian prison 
camps to hurl themselves against the allied line in 
the we8t, already heavily confronted by German divi- 
sions released from the eastern front, would be one 
thing. A few Germans and, probably,”a million Aus- 
trians, is quite another,. Let us not exaggerate the 
danger on that score. It is great enough as it is. 

Otherwise, I think, we are not badly off as an 
adversary of the Kaiser. Excepting Russia, our 
allfes are all sticking. The prospect of a great Ger- 
man drive on the western front has everybody a little 
frightened, but the Germans failed to break through 
there when they outnumbered the allies, and they 
do not outnumber us now. 

A great many people seem somehow to feel that 
the war is not going well for the allies, but I don’t 
share that impression. 

What usually determines the result is 
the superior potential strength of one side or the 
other, and that superiority clearly lies with the allies. 
Either England or the United States is superior in 
potential strength to Germany and Austria, and their

DEMAND ARMY MOBILIZATION 


Gathering at Athens Cheers Ameri- 
can Minister and Thanks U. 8. 
for Entering the War. 

ATHENS, Sunday, Feb. 10 (By A. 
P.).—A mass meeting held today to 
express the popular indignation at 
the seditious incidents at Lamia, 90 
miles from Athens, where Greek in- 
fantry regiménts recently mutinied, 
was the Biggest seen in Athens in 
years. Nearly 40,000 persons, repre- 
senting all classes, were present. 
General mobilization of the Greek 
army was demanded by acclamation. 
Premier Venizelos delivered an ad- 
dress from the balcony of his house 
and great crowds marched to the En- 
tente allied legations, where they 
cheered the allies. They first pro- 
ceeded to the American  legation, 
where a delegation called on the 
American Minister, Garrett Drop- 
pers, and explained the object of the 
meeting. 

The American Minister was wildly 
cheered when he appeared at a win- 
dow of the legation with the mem- 
bers of the legation.
